Congress today enacted into law 
over President Truman’s veto: 

1. Common carriers—including 
railroads, express companies, 
sleepeng car companies, pipeline 
companies, motor vehicle carriers, 
water carriers and freight for- 


warders—are authorized to apply | 


to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for approval of agree- 
ments on rates, services, and prac- 
tices. 

2. The Commission is authorized 
to approve such agreements when 
it finds that they comply with 
this standard: — 

The object of the agreement is 
@ppropriate for the proper per- 
formance by the carriers of serv- 


tion, and is consistent with the 
public interest as stated by Con- 
gress in the ICC act. 

- 3. No agreement approved by 
the Commission shall be deemed 
to be a contract in restrain of 
trade within-the meaning of the 
anti-trust laws. 

| 4. No agreement between or 
‘among carriers of different classes 
‘shall be approved by the Commis- 
‘gion unless the agreement is limit- 
‘ed to matters regarding freight 
classifications or to transportation 
under joint rates or over joint 
‘routes. 

Railroads, express companies 
and sleeping car companies are 
carriers of one class: pipeline com- 
panies another; motor carirers, a 


fifth. 

5. The ICC is prohibited from 
approving any agreement estab- 
lishing a procedure for joint con- 
sideration which does not assure to 
each carrier the free and unre- 
strained right to independent ac- 
tion. 
| 6. Any person, including the At- 
‘ttorney General, has the right to 
complain to the ICC of any action 
taken under an approved agree- 
ment and the Commission is au- 
thorized to give the complaint con- 
sideration. 

Air carriers were not included 
in the bill because they were ex- 
empted from anti-trust laws in the 
Civil Aeronautics Aet of 1938, a

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Another Courageous Solicitor 


“A great many. counties of the State 
have slot machines and other gambling 
devices. Prostitution flourishes in road- 
side juke-joints and tourist courts. Liquor 
is readily available in areas legally dry.” 

Those conditions—reported in an edi- 
torial, “We Need More Courageous Soli- 
citors,” in this space last week—no longer 
exist insofar as at least one county is 
concerned. Solicitor F. E. Strickland of 
the Griffin circuit has seen to that. 

Working with Upson County Sheriff 
Grady Meeks and the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation, Solicitor Strickland has 
raided one of the State’s most notorious 
vice centers, consisting of seven honky- 
tonks stretching along two highways 
south of Thomaston. 

A number of those who operated the 
establishments have been arrested on 
charges ranging from gambling to operat- 
ing a lewd house and contributing to the 
delinquency of minors. A number of slot 
machines were confiscated and, we hope, 
destroyed. 


Solicitor Strickland is to be congratu- 
lated — and supported —in his efforts to 
clean up an area which has been known 
throughout the State as one of the most 
flagrant gambling and vice spots in the 
South. We trust the good citizens of Up- 
son County, who long have resented the 
presence of the brazen racketeers, will 
see to it that the joints are not re-opened 
and that those who have been operating 
them receive the maximum penalty pos- 
sible under Georgia’s too-lenient laws. 

There are several other areas in the 
State which are as bad as that which has 
just been raided. They are well-known 
to those who reside in the area and evi- 
dence could be obtained without diffi- 
culty if those charged with the responsi- 
bility of enforcing the law were willing. 

If local sheriffs and solicitors seem 
uninterested in moving against the hood- 
lums who flaunt decency and the law, 
then surely the public cannot be blamed 
if it finally gets around to electing some 
who will. 


It Can't Happen Here, Thank Goodness 


“FRANKFORT, Ky., June 12—Gover- 
nor Earle Clements today threw out the 
State Board of Education and appointed 
seven brand-new members... The Gov- 
ernor’s announcement gave no reason for 
his action. But under the law the Gov- 
ernor doesn’t need any reason.” 

This story, from the front page of Sun- 
day’s Louisville Courier-Journal, reminds 
us that Georgia is exceedingly fortunate 
in that never again can such a thing hap- 
pen here. 

As more and more state departments 
are taken over by professional politicians 


in preparation for the forthcoming guber- 
natorial campaign, we are increasingly 
grateful that constitutional boards — be- 
yond the reach of the governor’s office— 
are in control of the State Department of 
Education, the University System and one 
or two other phases of our government. 
And we have a growing conviction 
that every possible department should be 
given whatever constitutional safeguards 
are necessary so that they, in the future, 


‘cannot be prostituted to further the polit- 


ical ambitions of any man or group of 
men. 


Extend Farm Price Supports 


With only three days to go before 
scheduled adjournment, the Senate and 
the House are at such odds over farm 
legislation that a deadlock seems entirely 
possible. Such a situation would mean 
farm price supports would expire on Dec. 
31. This cannot be allowed to happen. 

The House has passed a bill continu- 
ing, with minor changes, present farm 
support payments for two years. The 
Senate, on the other hand, is being asked 
by Sen. Aiken, Vermont, Republican, to 
pass a long-range farm program which, in 
many cases reduces parity payments con- 
siderably. : 

Certainly a long-range farm program 
is needed. The farmer is entitled to bet- 
ter treatment than is given him in pe- 
‘riodic revision of price supports, leaving 
him always wondering just how he will 
fare at the hands of a fickle Congress. 

With adjournment so close, however, 
together with the fact that the Aiken Bill 
has not been studied thoroughly, the wise 
course would seem to be that taken by the 
House. Republican leaders might prop- 


erly be censured for allowing the session 
to get so far along without definite action 
on farm legislation. That is particularly 
true in view of the lengthy investigations 
and open hearings held over the coun- 
try by Agricultural Committees of both 
branches of Congress last Summer and 
Fall. 

Nevertheless, we believe it would be a 


~grave error for the Republican leadership 


to attempt to atone for months of lethargy 
by rushing through such important leg- 
islation in the frenzied last hours of the 
session. 

As Georgia’s Sen. Russell aptly put it, 
the long-range farm program “is entirely 
too complicated and far-reaching to be 
passed in a few hours in the closing days 
of the session.” 

In our opinion it would be far more 
practical, and in the interest of the farmer, 
to extend present price support structures 
until such time as Congress can consider 
a long-term program calmly and without 
the current pressures of time and political 
expediency.

The ‘Kiss of Death’ For Gov. Warren? 


WASHINGTON—Some of Gov. Earl Warren’s congressional friends think that President Truman, 
wittingly or unwittingly, may have planted the “kiss of death” on him by the praise he bestowed on 


the Californian during his visit to Sacramento last week. What may hurt the Governor in his cam- | 


paign for the Republican Presidential nomination, it is feared, was Mr. Truman’s remark that, ‘‘He’s 


really a Democrat and doesn’t know it.” 

Most of the newspapers of the East carried 
front-page pox stories on the incident, telling how 
the President had hung a Democratic label on 
Gov. Warrer after lauding his record to the skies. 
It attracted much comment and some amuse- 
ment in Washington. 


Where it may hurt is that the label is one 
that sits none too well with Old Guard ele- 
ments of the Republican Party. It is anath- 
ema to them. The most damaging thing one 
Republican can say about another is to call 
him a New Dealer. Thus it was that, dur- 
ing the recent Ohie preferential primary 
campaign, when Sen. Robert A. Taft ran out 
of ali other expletives to hurl at Harold E. 
Stassen for invading his home State, he 
ealled the Minnesotan a New Dealer. 


President Truman’s description of Gov. War- 
ren as a Democrat who “doesn’t know it” had the 
same kind of implications to Republicans. It was 
an indictment that will be hard for the Gover- 
nor to live down with Old Guards elements at 
the GOP national convention next week. 


The thing that gives the President’s remarks 
substance, of course, is the fact that Warren won 
both the Democratic and Republican nominations 
for Governor when he ran in 1946, although 
identifying himself as a Republican. 

The California primary law is unique in that 
respect and not every Republican is able to un- 
derstand it fully. They have not been quite able 
to understand how a member of their own party 
could enter the primary of the opposition party 
and walk off with the nomination. It puts a man 
under suspicion wtih them of having at least a 
slight Democratic strain in his make-up to be 
able to do a thing of the kind. 

The point is illustrated by the word brought 
back to Washington recently by a veteran politi- 
eal writer for one of the Republican newspapers 
in Indianapolis. He was reporting on the stand- 


| 


ing of the various GOP Presidential candidates in 
Indiana. Asked about Gov. Warren, he had this 


“Warren is looked on as an able man and a 
good Governor,” he said. “But the trouble with 
him out my way is that most Republicans think 
he’s a Democrat. They don’t understand how 
he could get that Democratic nomination for 
re-election last time. And after 16 years of Demo- 
cratic Presidents, they don’t want any more 
Democrats in the White House. They’re hungry.” 


The President’s Sacramento statement, how- 
ever innocently it may have been made, has had 
the effect of pointing up this feeling among Re- 
publicans—particularly those of the Old Guard 
stripe. They are distrustful of any man who has 
any question mark about his loyalty to the party. 
In a close situation at the Philadelphia conven- 
tion it could count. 


No one believes that Mr. Truman had any de- 
liberate intention to embarrass Gov. Warren in 
any way by saying what he did in passing 
through the California State capital the other 
day. It is looked upon as merely an aside to 
qualify his praise of the Warren record. The 
only thing of it is that not all Republicans will 
be able to see it this way. 


As a matter of fact, the President has 
shown on several occasions that he has a 
special fondness for the California Governor. 
Back earlier in the year, when he was ad- 
dressing a joint session of Congress on some 
formal state occasion, he spotted Gov. War- 
ren in the House chamber. On leaving the 
Capitol he remembered the incident and de- 
layed his departure long enough to send a 
secret service man to find the Governor. The 
two held an extended conference there be- 
fore Mr. Truman went on to the White 
House. 


Gov. Warren, as the President said, has been 
an infrequent White House visitor on his vari- 
ous trips to Washington. But none of this makes 
any too good campaign material for the Gov- 
ernor with the Republicans.

And Discordant’ 


With the vast vanity which every genera- 
tion possesses, this one of ours apparently has

Between the States, and for his petty, vindictive attitude toward 
George Pickett after the war. once said the Democratic Party was 
like a man riding backward in a carriage—it never saw anything 
until it was past.

He studied law and after a brief practice turned to politics in 
the State Legislature and later as Attorney General. He was elected 
to Congress in 1876 and stayed there until 1898, serving as Speaker 
for four years.

Reed failed 
in an effort to be nominated President in 1896, and ended his years 
embittered toward his own party. He was against the war with

“A statesman,” he said, “is a successful politician who is dead.” 

Once he told Theodore Rossevelt: “Theodore, if there is one thing 
for which I admire you, it is your original discovery of the Ten 
Commandments.” 

“Politics is mostly pill-taking.” ... “It would be good if some 
day we could say that politics is over and the millennium arrived, 
but we live in a world of sin and sorrow.” . These are some of 
his sayings. 

He sought to keep America as it was in his day. He thought 
we had been so blessed of God tinat the rest of the world was not, 
and could never be, a part of our worry and fears. He hated and 
feared change. 

Today, a clamorous Democratic Party, divided as in his day, 
and a clamorous Republican Party have no international issue 
dividing them, but the donweetic one goes on as before. The Demo- 
crats may go out in November.‘ But they will be. back.

Though Impossible 


Friend David Krasner, who edits Nu Beta, 
organ of Nu Beta Epsilon fraternity, comes up 
with an editorial suggestion in the June issue 

of his paper which could serve as the text, or theme, tor a lot of 

good conversation and argument, although his idea is a practical 
impossibility. 

What Editor Krasner would like to see is another amendment 
to the U. S. Constitution, setting forth education and other require- 
ments for any candidate for the office of President of the United 
States. Furthermore, he wouid do away with the electorai college 
and have future Presidents elected directly by the vote of the 
citizens of the U. S. 

He believes,. according to editorial, such an amendment 
would put an end to the handpicking of presidential candidates 
“by politicians in smoke-filled back rooms with lust in their eyes, 
greed in their hearts, and determination to attain their own per- 
sonal aggrandizement at the expense of the people of this nation.” 

Perhaps his objective is highly desirable, but, frankly, 1 don't 
believe that elimination of the electoral college and all the qual 
fications set forth for candidates would do away with professional 


politicians. 
Too Hardy The professional politiciadn—who, incidentally, is 
a necessity of our system—is of too hardy a breed 
toi be so easily e'iminated. Who, for instance, would test the edu- 
cational, diplomatic and other abilities of the would-be presiden- 
tial candidates? Somebody, I’li bet, chosen for the job by those 
selfsame professional politicians and, therefore, somebody who 
would see to it that the ‘“‘right man” passed all tests, whereas the 
unwanted candidate would flunk. of a surety. 

It is, of course, unfortunate that there is 
of training. potential officeholders For all 
presidential. 

As Krasner points out, one must study and prove, by passing 
a set examination, one’s ability lor the profession, if one would 
become a doctor, a lawyer, a teacher, an engineer, a barber or a 
plumber. 

Whereas, to occupy the highest post in the nation, and consid- 
ered the most important. in the world, all a candidate has to show, 
to qualify, is that he is 35 years of age, a native-born citizen of this 
country and a resident hereir for 14 consecutive years. 

Those are the technical requirements. Of course, there are other 
unwritten rules. 

Obviously, under the present political setup, he must be a mem- 
ber of one of the two major parties. It is desirable, too, if he would 
win the job, that he win the approval of the above-mentioned 
“back-room politicians,” as well as labor leaders, good and bad, and 
as many local ward heelers as possible. 

But as to his education, his knowledge of domestic and world 
finance, his familiarity with diplomatic procedure, his experience 
in world affairs, and so on, there is absolutely no. requirement. 

He doesn’t. even have to speak any other language. than 
American. ae 

Well. as said, it is a theme with untold opportunities for argu- 
ment, pro and con, across anc over. But the aforesaid professional 
politicians have too firm a hold to. permit any such constitutional 
amendment to even threaten their nominating prerogatives.

When Is a Lynching Not a Lynching? 


NEW YORK—The Governors of Iowa and Minnesota recently calied out the National Guard to 


restore peace where strikers of the CIO had cowed the local police. 


In both cases, the police 


power had abandoned communities to mobs aroused by professionals. 
Directed mobs, such as the CIO employed in the terrible civil wars in Michigan, Ohio, Indiana 
and other States when John L. Lewis was Chairman, are more efficient than packs of wild-eyed 


brutes roving over a town. 

The directed mob is 
town. It knows how to do 
in the municipal power plant. 

The Union mob, whether disciplined or wild, 
is more dangerous than the lynching mob, 
usually regarded as a Southern institution. This 
can be shown by records of deaths, injuries 
and destruction. .In the years since Roosevelt 
took over, there has been little mob violence 
in the Southern States as compared with the 
great strongholds of those Roosevelt political 
auxiliaries, the CIO and the AFL, in the North 
and along the Pacific Coast. And much of that 
lesser Southern record also was the work of 
Rooseve]t’s Union goons. 

The have been thousands 
according to legal definition 
offered in all the Communistic

years. Lynching, in the definition of those bills, 
may be nothing worse than a slap in the face 
in a community ~whose local government fails 
to do its utmost to prevent the outrage.

Thus there were hundreds of lynchings 
in the recent Minnesota Packers’ Union riots. 
Actually the ratio of fatal lynchings by 
Roosevelt’s Union adherents in the North 
and Far West during the years of civil war 
maintained by the Unions to those executed 
by Southern mobs is at least 20 to one. 
Moreover, in most of the Southern lynch- 
ings, the lynchees probably were guilty and 
would have been put to death anyway, 
had they gone to trial. But in the fatal 
Iynchings done by the Roosevelt mobs in 
the Union wars there was no violation of 
any law. 


The Roosevelt regime, inherfted by President 
Truman, has frankly insisted that its own mobs 
have a special right to riot and lynch. All 
the antilynching bills have special clauses 
which exempt violence and lynchings attributa- 
ble to any “labor” disturbance. That term might 
mean a strike by a legitimate Union of lJaw- 
abiding citizens against an employer for higher 

ay. However, a “labor” disturbance exists 
egally under the New Deal rulings wherever 
any Union racketeer tries to extort $1,000 from 
an employer and calls a strike when the boss 
turns hip down. If a citizen walks through a 
picket line of strangers from out of town and 
thev beat him up, that is lynching fm the defi- 
nition of the antilynching bills, except that the 
New Dealers call the. situation a “labor” 
disturbance. 

The citizen-soldiers who are called on to 
redeem the criminal failures of mayor, chiefs 
ef police, sheriffs and the goyernors, them- 
gelves, when rioting breaks out, may he sub- 
Sect to charges of murder, assault and con: 
spiracy to violate the constitutional rights of

the local people. They may be subject to damage 
suits for the deaths of rioters or innocent persons 
caught in the middle, for injury, indignity and 
so forth. 

The Governor of Minnesota had publicly 
expressed sympathy for the strikers and con- 
tempt for the legal rights of the nonstriking, 
law-abiding employees who were being mobbed. 
Then the mob got out of control because the 
police authority, taking its cue from the State 
House, fell back rather than maintain the law. 
Thus the mob got the initiative and went crazy. 


Not once in 100 cases would the call for 
troops be necessary but for the failure of 
guilty politicians below. The Unions elect 
the local mayor and the mayor therefore 
promotes some popular fathead on the force 
to be chief of police. When mobs form, 
the chief plays good fellow and asks them 
not to get too rough. Now the mob tastes 
blood. A nonstriker goes down bleeding 
from a club on his head. The crash of 
windows is exciting. The mob is a mad dog, 
slashing, destroying as it runs. 


Guilty of cowardice and betrayal of trust 
in the first place, the chief of police announces 
that his cops will not be used to assault poor 
American workers made desperate by perfidious 
scabs. He pleads when he should be fighting. 
Finally, a lot of boys and young husbands, 
the best manhood in town, get a call from the 
Governor to clean up a mess that never would 
have existed if the cops had enforced the law. 


In a wild situation, a mob can be stopped 
only by shooting to kill. You can’t shoot nice, 
and wise military officers took lessons from 
the fate of the German Republican troops in 
the Communist riots after the first war. The 
soldiers’ guns were empty and the crowd found 
it out. They had bayonets, but the Communists 
shoved women and children forward in the 
front ranks... The mob closed with the troops, 
grabbed the guns, took the initiative and chased 
the soldiers, empty-handed, to their barracks,’ 
hooting and jeering. 

That could happen here when the National 
Guard is ordered out to restore order in a gentle 
way, sparing some governor’s friends. 

When American troops are called for riot 
duty there should be no such thing as “modi- 
fied martial law,” but local police and sheriffs 
all have plenty of law and weapons on their 
side. They should kill, if necessary, to put down 
riots at the start, and kill to quell them once 
they do start. When mobs know this will happen 
they will rarely make it necessary for any 
governor to call out the National Guard.

4. Direct an electric fan 
across a large bow! of ice be-

19. In hot weather, banish 
from sight all unused heaters, 
blankets and other reminders of 
heat. Before the unused fire- 
place, create a cool screen of 
greenery and growing plants. 

20. Open windows in attic and 
stair landings to permit hot air 
upstairs to escape,

Bend toes over the 
edge and flex them straight 
again; cepeat 20 times. 

4. Sit relaxea and pick up 
marbles with your toes. This 
will strengthen the arch. 

5. Take the time to keep 
your legs well groomed. No 
matter how shapely they may 
be, excess hair bristles and 
fuzz, scratches and bruises 
mar their appearance. 

Now for the little deceptions 
you can turn to good account 
with stockings: 

1. If legs have a tendency 
to be bowed, slant the seams 
of your stockings inward a bit 
to bring the “center” of legs 
in a straighter line.

Cooking in the Back Yard

Even though you have no outdoor grill built in your 
back yard, the whole family can have a lot of fun these 
Spring and Summer days experimenting with camp-type 


cooking. 


One of the first things to do 
is to build yourself a cook-hold 
—a small pit at least half a foot 
deep—and line it with rocks. 
When a fire is built in this hole 
a couple of hours before the 
cooking is to be done, the rocks 
will help maintain a fairly even 
temperature. 

One can use a covered pot 
that fits right into the hole for 
cooking vegetables or meat. The 
pot should be surrounded and 
covered with coals from a good 
hard-wood fire. Children will 
have lots of fun baking their 
own potatoes. in sand-filled tin 
cans. The potato should be 
wrapped in wet leaves or a wet 
piece of paper and put in the 
can so that it is entirely sur- 
rounded by sand. Any part that 


touches the can is likely to burn. 
Press the lid back over the can 
and bury it in the hot coals for 
from 30 to 40 minutes.

impulsively cleared dummy’s 
ruffing power by leading the 
ace and another trump, permit- 
ting declarer to take the balance 
for one over contract. This was 
an extremely risky play. That 
declarer has the ace of clubs is 
a possibility that should not be 
overlooked.
